Senator Hitchcock in Let- 


ter to President; Inter- 


vention is Discussed

WASHINGTON—Appointment of 


an American commission to make a 
thorough investigation of 
actual 


conditions in Russia, was strongly 
urged on President Wilson today in 
a letter 
from Senator Hitchcock, 


chairman of the senate foreign rela- 
tions committee. The question of 
military intervention in Russia was 
not discussed in Senator Hitchcock's 
letter. 


The American .commission was 


proposed by the senate committee 
chairman because of what he said 
are 
conflicting reports 
regarding 


military, political and social condi- 
tions in Russia. His opinion to the 
president was that it is most desir- 
able, as soon as possible, to- learn 
the actual conditions in Eussia in 
all phases. 


Views of many Russians and also 


Americans returning from 
Russia 


regarding solutions and sentiment of. 
the Russian people were cited to the 
president as evidence of the 
wide 


disparity '"'of... opinion existing._ A 
strong commission of" prominent 
Americans, of sound judgment and 
discretion, Senator Hitchcock ad- 
vised the 
president, would be of 


value to this country, in determining 
its future course. 


Jap Cabinet Meets

TOKJO (Saturday, June 13.—A 


special meeting of the Japanese cab- 
inet which was attended by army 
officers was held today and the news- 
papers attach much importance to 
it. It is believed that some commu- 
nication was received .by the Amer- 
ican' government concerning inter- 
vention in Russia. 


Czecho-Slovak'*Moves 


LONDON—General Horvath, re- 


cently proclaimed ruler of Siberia, 
has expressed willingness to facili- 
tate the movement of Czecho-Slovak 
troops toward the. trans-Baikal re- 
gion over the Chinese Eastern rail- 
way. 
The Czechs propose immedi- 


ately to ' attempt to reach Irkutsk 
with a view of resuming communica- 
tion with their compatriots in' west- 
ern Siberia and will, formally ask 
the Chinese government for permis- 
sion to traverse Manchuria. 


.There are 
indications, the dis- 


patch adds, that some, of the Aus- 
trian prisoners in' Siberia are anx- 
ious to join the. Czechs.

Washington Pleased With 


Part Americans Take in 


Checking Enemy 


(87 th«" Asnociattd Prw») 


WASHINGTON —.Official reports 


on the new German offensive and the 
part played by American troops in 
ioldir> -up the enemy on the first 
day began to reach the war depart- 
ment today from Generals Pershing 
and Bliss. They confirmed press ac- 
counts and a department statement 
said they described the situation as 
satisfactory, though, denoting .that 
the first day of the battle, of course, 
was a general advance guard action 
and that the enumy reserves were 
yet to be dealt .With. 


Tension was soemwhat relaxed at 


ihe war department, although the 
course of the battle was followed 
with as much eagerness for late bul- 
.etins as on yesterday. 
Officials ap- 


parently had settled back to watch 
Cor ti'l development of the German 
purpose, more than ever certain of 
;he ability of the allied and Ameri- 
can forces to checkmate any effort 
;he enemy might make. 


President Wilson again abandoned 


nis /jual morning fround Ct. golf to. 
day and remained at the hhit/ house, 
rearing reports from |the front as 
they came in. 
He was- up late last 


night following both official and un- 
official advices closely. 


A clear picture of the full scope of 


the German effort is becoming, avail- 
able.' Early reports on renewal of 
the fighting show that the American 
;roops are again engaged- heavily, 
jut have restored their positions on 
;he Marne even more fully than dur- 
ng the counter attack -which drove 
the Germans back to the river last 
night. Two of the towns from which 
;he Americans were forced in the 
first German rush into the exposed 
jpsition/in the river bend opposite 
faulgonne have been recaptured. ,

Congress on the wheat substitute rulings of the food administra- 
tion.

not indicate that price fixing has eliminated profiteering in flour.

J) cents a pound, beans 15 cents a pound, etc. 


We have never been able to understand why the price on 


wheat has been fixed while the prices on wheat substitutes are

Have you lifted the ban on farmers? 


(From Congressional Record.) ' 
Mr. BORAH. Mr. President, I 


wish to call attention to a situation 
throughout the country. As a basis 
for the remarks that I desire to 
make, I call attention to a letter 
which I have before me and which 
I have received from Mr. I. B. Ev- 
ans, a lending citizen of Preston, Ida- 
ho. I ask particularly the atten- 
tion of those "who "have'given con- 
sideration to the Food Administra- 
tion law and its operation, for, if the 
p^ower does not exist to deal with this 
situation, that power ought to be 
granted, and perhaps we could insert 
a clause in this bill whieh would re- 
medy the sitfuation. This letter is 
dated Preston Idaho, and i sin part 
as .follows: 
. 
. 
. 


I desire to call your attention 


to the food conditions here in 
Preston, and I believe the same 
conditions exist in the 
other 


parts of this state. 'I went to" 
the store the other day. to. buy. 
50 pounds of flour, and here U 
what I paid: Flour, 
straight • 


grade. $2.45 per 
50 
pounds. 


With this I. had to 
buy '50 


pounds of substitutes at the fol- 
lowing prices: Rice, 15 cents 
per pound; corn meal 19 cents 
per pound; beans 15 cents per 
pound; rye flour, -10 cents per 
pound; oatmeal, 10 cents per 
pound. It takes about $8 cash 
to get 30 pounds of Hour, or if a 
person wants 100 pounds 
of 


flour it will cost him $16- 
That is, Mr. President, because of 


the fact that in buying 50 or 100 
pounds of flour the purchaser 
i: 


compelled, under the food-adminis- 
tration regulations, also to^buy sub- 
stitutes at these enormous prices— 


This is working a hardship on 


a great many people. Besides 
it would not be so bad to use 
substitutes' if they 
could 
be 


bought for the same price as 
flour, but to pay twice as much 
for an.inferior article at best 
makes a fellow feel as though 
there is 
something radically 


wrong. 
The letter' further discusses the 


situation, but the portion of the let- 
ter which I have read states the mat- 
er fully, and the same statement 
is coming to me in different ways 
i-rom all parts of tKe country. 


As I understand, Mr. president, the 


Food Administration-have-the same 
power under the food-control act to 
fix the price of substitutes that they 
have tc. fix the price of the articles 
the price of which they are fixing. 
There seems to be an impression 
throughouS the country that the rea- 
son why the prices for substitutes 
are not controlled or fixed is that 
there is no power conferred upon the 
Food Administration to fix such pric- 
es, but if I am not in error—there 
is the same power to fix the price 
of the substitutes, as they are using 
to flx the price of other articles. I 
do not say that this power is con- 
ferred by the law, but, -whether it is 
conferred or assumed, the same pow- 
er ought to be exercised in relation 
to the price of .substitutes as they 
have exercised in connection '/-ith 
the price of other articles. I do not 
criticize the assumption of power at 
this time. I only urge that, how- 
ever the power' is derived, it is as 
full and complete to fix the price of 
these substitutes as it is to fix the 
price of the other articles or com- 
modities. 
. .Mr. GORE. Mr. President, my in- 
formation is that the Food Adminis- 
tration gave out a statement per- 
haps in February or March las, that 
the reason the price was not fixed 
on the substitutes was that the food- 
control act did not confer that pow- 
er upon the Food Administration. 
The Senator has stated the proposi- 
tion with precision. "There is ex-. 
actly the same power to fix the price 
o fthe substitutes as there is to fix 
the price of wheat flour. There is 
no power to do either; it is a usur- 
pation of power. And not only that, 
but it is the worst sort of economy, 
for it obliges people to clutter up 
their shelves with stuff they do-not 
want-which means the wast<ftnl use 
of it; and, more than that it increas- 
es the price of the articles for which 
an artificial demand is created and 
raises the price of those articles to 
the p.eople who do actually 
need 


them, who want them and desire to 
buy them. 


Mr. POINTDEXTER. I think the 


right word ought to be said in this 
immediate connection in justice to 
the Food Administration. I do not 
feel called upon particularly to come 
to their defense, but I think that 
they have accomplished a great deal 
of good and that they are not sub- 


posed upon him—by saying to the 
farmer, "If yon are not willing to 
rake $2;20 for your wheat, or $1.95, 
or $2; .you '.can -sell to anybody that 
will buy and -pay' -you more." I 
think that is true;-.;but the Food Ad- 
ministration has licensed all the 
wheat dealers in .the United States 
and will—or. would until recently— 
revoke the license of any wheat deaj- 
er in' the United ^States' who would 
pay, one penny more for wheat than 
the price prescribed by the-Food Ad- 
ministration. 'Certainly the farm- 
er 'can sell to anybody who will pay 
more, upon the penalty of having 
their licenses forfeited. Not 
only 


that, but the Government, -through 
this administration, has been hand- 
ling the entire wheat of the country 
—not merely the wheat desired for 
the allies,, not merely the wheat de- 
sired for the armies, but .wheat .desir- 
ed for the'millers, except in certain 
exceptional 
cases—and 
generally, 


speaking-, the entire.crop of-J.917 was 
handled through' licensed dealers, and 
they were forbidden, upon penalty 
of forfeiture of their licenses, to pay 
one penny more than-the prescribed 
price. I thought that the Food Ad- 
mir.istration was not quite ingenuous 
with the farmers when it mocked 
them by saying, "Sell at any price 
you can get.. We pljce no limita- 
tion upon your receiving $3; certain-

ject to the charge as made by the 
Senator from Oklahoma (Mr. Gore).

Mr. BORAH. Mr. President, my 


:nderstandii)g is that under the li- 
;ense clause of the Food Adm.inistra- 
iio'n act they have taken possession 
jf the wheat market entirely, and, 
while they have not directly asserted 
the power to fix ths prices, they 
have indirectly accomplished 
the 


same thing; but with that I am not 
7oing to quarrel, nor am .1 joing to 
discuss it. What I submit to the 
Senator from Washington is this: 
Would there be any different reason 
why the Food Administrator should 
not control the price of substitutes 
the. same as_ he does control the 
price of whe'at? There should- be 
no reason why he should not exer- 
cise whatever that power iSj wheth- 
er it is directly and properly exer- 
cised or not, or whether it is en- 
compassed by a roundabout way or 
not; yet he could deal with the other 
situation, as .

Mr. POINTDEXTER. Mr. Presi- 


dent, I/entirely .agree with th« Sen- 
ator from Idaho in that respect. I 
know that the Food Administration, 
or somebody connected with it, has 
answered' the irmrnnerable: complaints 
throughout -the country—I 
.know 


there have been many of •them in 
the West- and I assume, in other 
parts of the country—directed to the 
enormous prices of substitute flours 
recommended to be substituted for 
white flour, and complaints directed 
against speculation and profiteering 
in those food 
by saying that tfiey- 
ity to fix a price. I have investi- 
gated the matter somewhat, and • I- 
entirely agree with the Senator from 
Idaho that while there is -no. speci- 
fic authority to fix'prices they have

ber of complaints 'from the State of 
Washington, where the 
conditions:

and I entertain the same views in 
regard to it that the Senator from 
Idaho has expressed. I will add that 
I. have taken it up, a number of times1 


and if the Food Administration feels 
that there is not sufficient power 
in the law now to deal with the sit- 
uation, I for one should be glad to 
have that fact known, and during 
the long recess which >we are now 
about to enjoy we might be able to 
find time enough to 
effectuate' a 


change in the law. 


I-have here also'a resolution, from 


a committee-appointed.by one of the 
county defense organizations, from 
MOSCO.W) Idaho..

Mr. REED. The writer overlook- 


ed another thing. 
I suppose there 


is no exception to the fact that every 
year there has been a stiffening of 
prices at the end of the wheat year, 
which .is approximately from the lat- 
ter part of May to the middle of 
June,* or even the 1st of July, the 
crop of wheat being largely exhaust- 
ed. 
Then as soon as the new crop 


begins to come into the market—and 
that begins along in the month of 
June, but does not rise to any great 
height until about the month of July 
—that influx" of new wheat immedi- 
ately puts down the market price. 
That has been true every year, but- 
the point I make is that with the 
single, exception of the wheat that 
was cornered, .with the single excep- 
tion5 cf the" great international cor- 
ner m wheat which wes worked just 
before the creation Bf the Food Ad- 
ministration, there has been no real 
reduction ln:-pric'e. ' 


That, international comer was cre- 


ated by. the- various governments, 
both our allies and the neutrals, 
reacHifig into our m.\rkets and buy- 
ing yast'.quantities of grain; and I 
have "demonstrated-time and again, 
in tif..statements, that, have been 
made iii the Record, that one of the 
great causes for that increase in 
price was. the purchases that were 
made by a committee controlled by 
Mr. Hoover; that they reguVrly bull- 
ed the market; they regularly bought 
and sold, and thus helped to create 
the very condition of which we have 
spoken. 
But, now, eliminating that 


great international corner, which 
was bigger than any of those noted 
speculators, the price of grain arid 
flour is today higher than it ever was 
at any similar period in our history, 
-and th'at is where the gentleman who 
writes the letter is in error. 


Mr. BORAH. Of course, the prin- 


cipal point that the writer of the let- 
ter was seeking to establish was the 
point of comparison between wheat 
and flour, substitutes. 


Mr. REED. Yes. 
Mr. BORAH. 
Reading further 


from the resolution: 


Corn meal in July, 1914, was 


3.1 cents per pound. 
By June, 


1917, 
it had risen to 5.5 cents 


•per pound. In May, 1918, it is 
13. cents per pound .in 25-pound 
bags, and 8.5 cents per pound in 
10-pound bags, which is the only 
size . the 
grocers 
in Moscow 


carry. 


Prior to Jiine', 1917,-the price 


of corn meal per pound was uni- 
formly less than wheat flour. 
Following the introduction of 
the the Food, Administration the 
price of wheat flour, dropped 
over 30 per cent, but that of 
corn meal increased 30 p«r cent. 


This rise occurred in spite of 


the fact that the corn production 
hT 1.917 
was, five times as great 


as that of wheat, while the ex- 
port trade was less than one- 
fifth as much. 


The supply of .corn in propor- 


tion to demand appears to be 
very much greater than wheat. 


This also appears in the fact 


that on May 21, 1918, the whole- 
sale price of corn was 35 per 
cent higher than wheat flour. 
This makes it evident that we' 
are now-paying monopoly priced 
on wheat substitutes. 


Hoover,'in his speech before 


the senate committee on agricul- 
.ture, June 19, -1917. said that 
some one wns, taking $50,000.000 
a month in excess profits from 
the American people by the sale 
of wheat flour.- iSome one is 
now taking $25,000,000 a month 
from thc'Amerkan public by th.c 


>:isale of. wheat substitutes. 
' 'A great majority'of the Amer- 
ican people are now making 
their (^eatest sacrifice in order 
to win the war for democracy, 
but a small minority is taking . 
this sclf-sacri'ce and patriotism 
as an occasion for self-enrich- 
ment. 
. 
' . . . . , - . " ' 


A minority think that this-is 


-an^ppp'ortunity for mulcting the 


public out of its hard-earned 
money. 
And then the resolution continues 


some pertinent comments upon that 
class of people which I have no doubt 
are in "harmony with the views of the 
senate, but are not relevant to the 
question of the comparison of prices 
with which we are now concerned. 
This resolution speaks for itself and 
portrays a condition calling for con- 
sideration. 
It should not be permit- 


ted longer to obtain. I feel the Food 
Admiriistraivr will see the necessity 
of taking hold and dealing'with it at 
once. 


Here is another letter, Mr. Presi- 


dent, from Bishop H. R. Merrill, of 
Preston, Idaho, from which I desire 
to read a single paragraph or two. 
Bishop Merrill, who is a public-spir- 
ited man and a most active citizen of 
that part of the" state, sa#s: 


At present the wheat situation 


seems very unsatisfactory. 
A. 


producer of wheat is not allowed 
to eat all he wants of his own 
product; is forced to sell'it at a 
stipulated price at inconvenient, 
places and under unfavorable 
conditions; is forced, further, to 
buy substitutes at 
exorbitant 


prices, etc. 
At present flour is 


selling here for $4.90 a hundred. 
You may buy 50 pounds of flour 
and 50 pounds of substitutes at a 
time. 
The substitutes are corn 


flour, $10 a hundred; rice flour, 
S15 a hundred; oat flour, $10 a 
hundred; oat flakes, $8 a hun- 
dred; and barley flour, $8 a hun- 
dred. 
Why should the substi- 


tutes be so much higher? 


Here is a case: Farmer,Jones 


lives 25 miles from town-1—some 
farmers live further thait that. 
He has 500 bushels of wheat. 
He tries to dispose of it at the 
nearest siding, 8 miles away. 
No one is buying wheat except 
the mill in town. 
He hauls his 


wheat 25 miles. 
The miller 


screens it and grades it- He f;.is 
full power. 
If the farmer reg- 


isters a kick, the miller says, 
"That's government orders," and 
so he pays for the wheat at his 
own grade price. 
The farmer 


wishes flour to take home; he is 
informed by the miller that he 
must /uy it at the store. The 
store, I presume, gets about 20 
or 25 cents a rvk for handling 
it—that is what, they got before 
the war. 
The farmer wishes 


flour. The merchant says, "You 
may have a 50-pound sack of 
flour and 50 pounds of substi- 
tute." 
The farmer has a large 


family. 
He pays $2.45 for flour' 


and $5 for 50 pounds of substi- 
tute. 
Our women declare that 


it is impossible to use 50 per 
cent ^substitute in bread, conse- 
quently part of the substitute 
must be fed .to the animals or 
must go for mush. 
He has io 


make this 50-mile trip every 10 
days in order to ktcp in flour. 
All the time' the government is 
preaching conservation. 
One 


day' out of 10 taken from his 
farm. 
He can't help but ask 


himself why these things are so. 
Mr.. President, 'I might read a 


great, many other communications, 
and-1.have no doubt similar commu- 
nications are coming to toher sena- 
tors from different parts of the coun- 
try. . The point which I desire to 
emphasize and accentuate is that 
certainly there should be a control 
of the .price of substitutes if we are 
to control the price of fiour. As I 


ave .said here before, personally ] 


have no objection whatever to the 
attempt to control the price of wheat 
•Jntil .the experiment shall have^-sat- 
isfied us all as to results, provided 
>ye undertake to control those things 
which- enter into the production of 
.vheat and those-things which we are 
:ompelled to buy as substitutes for 
wheat. Unless that course is adopt-, 
ed, -we must necessarily have, pre- 
vailing, throughout the country 'such 
i condition, .as is indicated in these 
otters','' greatly to the detriment of 
.ha prcd-acing classes and finally to 
;he ., detriment 
of the .consuming 


classes'. I ant satisfied njyself, after 
sxamining the -law, that the subsii-.
